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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of group I comprising claims 1-27 in the reply 
filed on 9/28/2006 is acknowledged. Claim 28 is withdrawn from further consideration pursuant 
to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic 
or linking claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1 - 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

1. Claims 1 - 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being incomplete for 
omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such omission amounting to a 
gap between the necessary structural connections. See MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted structural 
cooperative relationships are: Regarding claims 1 - 8, it is unclear as to how the set of 
programmable instructions and knowledge base relate and operate. The claim merely lists what 
constitutes a knowledge base and a set of programmable instructions without positively reciting 
how each of these claim limitations are configured to operate a refinery operation. How does the 
knowledge base and set of programmable instructions operate to manage a refinery?. The 
structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and positively specified. The 
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structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to present a complete operative 
device. This claim set appears to be directed to a method or process statutory class of invention. 
2. Claims 9 - 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being incomplete 
for omitting essential steps, such omission amounting to a gap between the steps. See MPEP 
§ 2172.01. The omitted steps are: Regarding claims 9 - 27, it is unclear as to how the stored 
information is configured for execution and utilized with regards to the application of crude oil 
production in a refinery.
